Since it seems to ™ the fashion, I would 
like to discuss several of your fine publications 
here. I refer to your anthropomorphic anthologies. 
Ever since Critters I have enjoyed the anthology 
format. (Whew! Did I just date myself back there?) 
This is because it allows for a variety of stories, 
many of which are too esoteric or not quite good | 


enough to support their own book. Variety is good. | 


Of your three, I must say that Wild Life 
was my favorite. (I don’t seem to be alone in this 
either!) Not only was it funny, but it seemed to have 
the highest overall quality. The stories were 
entertaining, the characters lively, and many of the 
features quite memorable. (This last point is 
possibly why people still yammer for it.) Its 
cancellation was unfortunate, especially considering 
the books that survived it. 

Furrlough isn’t a bad book. The stories 
are well done, but none of them (except for the - 
perennial exception of “(Here Comes a Candle’”’) are 
_ truly noteworthy. For the most part, the current crop 
of stories seem to be really typical genre pieces 
where the characters happen to be animals. (Please 
note, I mean REALLY typical!) This effect seems — 
to have worsened as the series went on. As the 
technical quality of the Stories went up, the novelty 
decreased. 

Genus doesn’t hold a apail for me. 
Too much sex, too little plot, or character, or, um.. 
anything that doesn’t have to do with sex. (Sex is a 


mainstay for anthropomorphic books, and seems to | 


have started with Reed Waller’s Omaha book. 
Ironic that the level of sex in Omaha has been 
diminishing as the story progresses.) It’s not that I 
mind sexuality in a story, but I prefer if it isn’t 
SUBSTITUTING for a story. 

Your other anthropomorphic books are 
quite good, but seem to consist mostly of one shots/ 
limited series. (Albedo is good; a bit dry at times, 
but still engrossing. Pity it comes out once a year. 
Gold Digger is too manga for my taste.) I make 
these points because I believe the anthologies could 
be spiced up a bit. Once in a while, don’t be afraid
